In this regard, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs would 
nice to propoee that the pertinent Ecuadorian and U.S. 
authorities continue to authorize operations according to 
the terms of the 198e agreement; that Annex X of the 19Q6 
Agreement govern scheduled services for the period of *July 
1,, 1994 to June 30, 1996; ai}d bhat Annex II of bhe X986 
Agreement govern air charter services between our tiwo 
countries for the period of July 1, 1994 to June 30, X99G.

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The Ministry of Foreign Affaires would also like to 
propose that the air routes contained In Section 2.1 (a) 
of Annex I, be modified to Include the cities of 
Iiataounga and Manta as additional cotennlnal points in 
Ecuador to which U.S. airlines providing scheduled cargo 
services shall have the right to serve by way of the 
Intermediate points and to the points Included latter in 
that section (beyond points) , so that the route schedule 
reads as follows: 

From the United States via the intermediate points 
of Mexico City, Hexlco; Guatemala City, Guatemala; San 
Salvador, El Salvador; San Pedro Sula and Tegucigalpa, 
Honduras; Panama City, Panama; Call, Bogota and 
Medellln, Colombia; to the Cotermlnal points of Quito, 
Guayaquil, Manta /I/ and Latacunga /I/, Ecuador; and 
beyond Ecuador to Lima, Peru; Santiago, Chile; Buenos 
Aires, Argentina; La Paz and Santa Cruz, Bolivia; 
Asuncion, Paraguay; and, Rio de Janeiro and Sao Paulo, 
Brazil. 

/I/ Manta and Latacunga may be served by the 
designated airlines of the United states of cargo 
services only. 

Finally, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs has the 
honor to propose that this note and the reply note from 
that Honorable Embassy constitute an agreement between 
our two governments, which eball enter into force on the 
date of note of reply with effect from June 30, 1994* 
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The Ministry of Foreign Affaire avails itself of 
this opportunity to renew to the Honorable Embassy of 
the United States of Amerioa the assurances of its 
highest and most distinguished eonsideration.** 
The Embassy wishes to inform the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs that the Severnment of the United states of America 
accepts the proposal contained in the Ministry's note to 
permit continued operations in accordance with the terms of 
the 1986 Air Transport Agreement between the United States of 
America and the Republic of Ecuador until June 30, 1996 and 
to amend the U.S* route description to include the additional 
coterminal points of Hanta and Latacunga for scheduled 
all-cargo service only. The Embassy further confirms that 
the Ministry's note and this note in reply shall constitute 
an agreement between the two goverments which shall enter 
into force on the date of this note with effect from July 1, 

1994. 

The Embassy avails itself of this opportunity to renew 
to the Ministry the assurances of its highest and most
